PUBLIC COMMENT – Town Resident John Burke came before the Board to question 
the location of the handicap spot located in front of Step by Step Physical Therapy on Main 
Street.  Due to the steel awning supports covering the sidewalk there is an issue using the side 
loader for handicap vans.  The Board discussed the option of moving the handicap spot to 
Monroe Street where a possible street reconstruction project is awaiting approval through the 
Community Development Block Grant of Erie County.  Mr. Burke also asked if there is a time 
limit to parking on Main Street it should be enforced better. 

 
Resident Doug Ceisner asked if the Board had the answer of the $422,000 balance 

difference stated on page 15 of the State Audit.  Clerk Borchert stated that when the audit is 
completed the explanation would be included in the final report.  Mr. Ceisner also suggested that 
the patrol car should park in the rear of the building when doing business at the Village Office.  
Lastly, Mr. Ceisner also asked if the Board would send a letter to the State regarding the 
condition of East Avenue before the proposed Mechanic Street Bridge project brings more traffic 
that way.  

 
Town Resident Donald Caple asked the Board why a Village Patrol Car was seen on 

Millgrove Rd. stopping a tractor trailer.  Chief of Police Lauricella said he would investigate the 
issue.  Mr. Caple also asked the Board why the Tractor Trailer route cannot be re-routed to Hake 
Road.  Mayor Patterson stated that the Village Board has urged NYS to change the truck route to 
Hake Road in the past with no results.  Part of the reason is Hake Road is not constructed to 
handle the truck traffic at this time.
